REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT 

For  the  Year  Ended  September  30,  1931 

IN  accordance  with  the  directions  of  the  Trustees,  there  is 
presented  herewith  a  report  of  the  proceedings  of  Carnegie 
Corporation  for  the  fiscal  year  1930-31. 

Emergency  Grants 

In  recognition  of  the  seriousness  of  the  unemployment  situation, 
the  Corporation  made  a  grant  of  $250,000  to  the  Emergency 
Unemployment  Relief  Committee  in  New  York,  and  also  con¬ 
tributed  $75,000  toward  a  study,  under  the  auspices  of  the 
University  of  Minnesota,  of  the  re-education  of  the  unem¬ 
ployed. 

A  number  of  other  grants  have  indirectly  reflected  the  present 
financial  situation.  In  normal  times  a  foundation  properly 
places  opportunity  before  need,  but  to  follow  this  policy  closely 
at  the  present  time  might  defeat  its  own  purpose,  for  a  number 
of  institutions  and  agencies  with  excellent  records  of  usefulness 
in  the  past  must  be  tided  over  a  period  like  the  present  if  they 
are  to  live  and  carry  out  their  possibilities  for  the  future.  The 
path  is  rendered  doubly  difficult  by  the  fact  that,  since  the  war, 
we  have  as  a  nation  been  over-organized  for  good  works,  and  to 
interfere  with  the  operations  of  the  law  of  the  survival  of  the 
fittest  has  its  elements  of  danger.  The  Corporation  has  done 
its  best  to  make  a  wise  selection  among  almost  countless  appli¬ 
cations  for  temporary  support,  but  it  has  no  confidence  that  its 
judgment  in  this  matter  has  been  infallible. 
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Changes  of  Emphasis 

Underlying  the  more  acute  problems  which  have  been  created 
by  the  present  financial  situation,  there  appears  to  be  a  shifting 
in  the  relative  attractiveness  of  certain  fields  of  activity  open 
to  those  foundations  which  have  a  general,  as  contrasted  with  a 
limited,  charter.  Certainly,  there  has  been  a  reaction  against 
lavish  grants  for  general  research  programs  and  surveys,  and 
in  favor  of  more  specific  enterprises  which  individuals  of 
recognized  ability  will  not  administer,  but  will  themselves 
conduct. 

In  his  presidential  address  before  the  National  Association  of 
State  Universities  last  year,  President  L.  D.  Coffman,  of  the 
University  of  Minnesota,  pointed  out  that  of  the  contributions 
to  higher  education  made  during  the  previous  seven  years  by 
five  large  foundations,  92%  went  to  endowed  universities  and 
colleges,  and  only  8%  to  tax-supported  institutions.  It  is  not 
believed  that  this  relative  neglect  of  the  latter  has  been  brought 
about  by  any  lack  of  confidence  in  the  State  institution  as  such, 
but  rather  from  the  feeling  that  its  funds  were  already  sufficient 
to  meet  its  needs  and  that,  generally  speaking,  its  service  to 
education  was  necessarily  quantitative  rather  than  qualitative. 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  State  university  often  finds  it  far  more 
difficult  to  obtain  the  funds  necessary  to  demonstrate  the  vital¬ 
ity  of  a  new  idea  than  does  the  endowed  institution,  although, 
once  the  demonstration  has  been  made,  its  ordinary  sources  of 
income  may  be  relied  upon  to  meet  the  new  demands.  As  to 
quality  versus  quantity,  it  must  be  recognized  that  today  many 
of  the  finest  collections  of  books  and  other  scholarly  equipment 
are  to  be  found  in  State-supported  institutions — witness  the 
Clements  Library  at  the  University  of  Michigan,  or  the  Royal 
Ontario  Museum  at  the  University  of  Toronto.  Finally,  there 
can  be  no  question  that  some  of  the  most  fruitful  groups  of 
scholars  and  research  workers  are  now  to  be  found  in  the  State 
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universities.  The  record  of  the  five  years  to  come  will  probably 
show  some  change  in  the  percentage  of  distribution. 

There  is  another  matter  in  which  the  future  may  show  a 
similar  change  of  emphasis.  In  our  pioneering  days,  the 
scientific  and  scholarly  world  welcomed  and  used  men  of 
promise,  regardless  of  academic  degrees  or  other  certificates  of 
respectability.  Today  foundations  and  educational  institutions 
alike  seem,  in  their  efforts  to  avoid  picking  the  wrong  man,  to 
be  in  some  danger  of  reducing  their  chances  of  picking  the  right 
one.  Standardization  boards,  advanced  entrance  requirements, 
research  grant  boards,  scholarly  councils,  have  all  done  and  are 
still  doing  work  of  the  greatest  importance.  There  is  no  sug¬ 
gestion  that  they  should  abandon  their  activities,  but  for  its 
own  sake  society  should  find  some  better  way  than  exists  at 
present  to  recognize  and  support  the  highly  gifted  individual 
who  fits  into  no  predetermined  category  and  who  has  ambitions 
other  than  the  making  of  money  (for  the  business  world,  even  in 
these  days,  finds  ways  of  giving  the  exceptional  man  his  chance). 
It  is  true  that  in  the  creative  arts  certain  foundations,  not¬ 
ably  the  Guggenheim,  the  Juilliard,  and  the  Harmon,  have 
shown  courage  in  selecting  individuals  for  appointment  who 
have  no  formal  credentials,  and,  in  some  instances,  have  been 
richly  rewarded;  but  in  scholarship  and  research,  the  founda¬ 
tions  have  thus  far  failed  to  leave  the  beaten  path. 

Adult  Education 

Within  the  past  decade,  a  world-wide  concern  as  to  the  educa¬ 
tion  of  adults  has  spread  to  this  country.  Many  individuals 
who  had  quit  the  formal  educational  system  discovered  that 
mere  separation  from  the  schoolroom  did  not  necessarily  mean 
that  their  educational  objective  had  been  reached,  or  that  they 
could  not  continue  to  pursue  it.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  they  knew 
they  could  continue  to  learn  in  their  maturity,  and  were  not 
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surprised  when  a  group  of  distinguished  psychologists  verified 
that  ability  and  presented  careful  tables  showing  the  mild  and 
comfortingly  slow  rate  of  decline,  with  the  advance  of  years,  of 
the  ability  to  learn  new  processes. 

These  discoveries  gave  rise  to  doubt  as  to  the  efficacy  and 
worth  of  the  educational  process  through  which  these  individ¬ 
uals  had  passed.  This  doubt  was  translated  into  pressure 
against  a  system — collegiate,  secondary,  and  elementary — 
which  did  not  contemplate  an  educational  process  which  was 
not  only  lifelong  but  closely  related  to  the  business  of  living. 
Thus  adult  education  has  pushed  from  its  end  of  the  age  scale 
for  a  curricular  revision  so  profound  as  to  constitute  a  new 
evaluation  of  the  place  of  formal  schooling  in  the  life  of  the 
individual. 

The  Corporation  has  been  deeply  interested  in  the  problems 
of  adult  education.  In  June,  1924,  the  first  conference  on  the 
subject  in  this  country  was  held  as  the  result  of  a  call  which  it 
issued.  When  the  growth  of  the  movement  today  is  considered, 
it  is  remarkable  that  only  seven  and  a  half  years  have  elapsed 
since  the  first  studies  and  the  first  definite  experimentation 
began.  These  initial  activities  resulted  in  the  organization  of 
the  American  Association  for  Adult  Education.  The  activities 
of  this  Association  have  been  rather  strictly  limited  to  serving 
as  a  national  clearing  house  for  information  and  to  sponsoring 
studies  and  experiments  devised  to  shed  light  on  teaching 
methods  and  administrative  problems  in  adult  education.  The 
Association  has  steadfastly  maintained  a  conservative  policy 
and  has  refused  to  assume  a  propagandistic  role;  it  has  felt 
that  the  concept  of  adult  education  as  a  continuing  process 
throughout  life  should  in  no  sense  be  forced  upon  the  public 
mind.  In  fact,  the  whole  growth  of  the  idea  in  this  country 
during  the  seven-year  period  is  attributable  neither  to  adver¬ 
tising  methods  nor  to  published  contentions  that  adult  educa- 
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tion  is  the  long-heralded  panacea  for  the  ills  of  the  body  politic, 
but  rather  to  a  belief,  which  is  gradually  permeating  the  public 
mind,  that  sustained  study  beyond  the  period  normally  given 
over  to  schooling  may  prove  not  only  profitable,  but  pleasurable. 

The  method  of  the  Association  has  been  to  chronicle  the 
interesting  instances  of  adult  teaching,  whether  formal  or 
informal,  which  have  come  to  hand;  to  make  analysis  of  these 
instances;  and  to  disseminate  information  thus  obtained  through 
correspondence,  personal  interview,  organizational  contacts,  na¬ 
tional  and  regional  conferences,  through  the  issuance  of  bulle¬ 
tins  and  books,  and  through  the  publication  of  the  Journal  of 
Adult  Education. 

Since  the  idea  of  adult  education  is  new  in  this  country,  and 
the  money  available  either  for  teaching  or  for  experimentation 
is  limited,  the  adult  education  funds  set  aside  by  the  Corpora¬ 
tion  have  been  voted,  on  recommendation  of  the  Association, 
in  small  amounts  to  organizations  willing  to  try  out  new 
methods  of  teaching,  new  approaches  to  students,  new  forms  of 
local  activity,  and  to  organizations  willing  to  initiate  studies 
and  in  some  cases  researches  upon  which  new  methods  might 
be  based.  During  the  last  year  the  Association,  with  the 
financial  aid  of  the  Corporation,  has  addressed  itself  partic¬ 
ularly  to  problems  of  re-education  arising  from  unemployment, 
especially  technological  unemployment.  At  the  present  time  a 
series  of  studies  of  opportunity  schools  and  like  ventures  is 
under  way,  the  results  of  which  will  be  made  available  to 
school  boards,  school  officials,  and  civic  organizations  in  various 
parts  of  the  country. 

It  is  not  too  early  to  say  that  adult  education  has  become 
permanently  a  part  of  our  educational  fabric.  There  are  many 
indications  that  this  is  the  case.  The  university  and  college, 
the  library,  the  business  corporation,  the  labor  group,  and  the 
public  school  contingent  are  all  definitely  including  adult 
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education  as  part  of  the  life  programs  of  the  individuals  they 
serve — and  this  with  the  consent  and  active  cooperation  of  these 
individuals. 

The  Directors  of  the  Association  not  only  have  conducted  its 
affairs  with  skill,  but  have  guided  the  program  of  the  Carnegie 
Corporation  in  this  difficult  but  vitally  important  branch  of 
education,  and  the  Corporation  stands  under  no  slight  obliga¬ 
tion  to  them,  and  in  particular  to  Dean  Emeritus  James  E. 
Russell,  Chairman,  and  Mr.  Morse  A.  Cartwright,  Director. 

Museums 

The  Corporation  has  continued  its  study  of  educational  services 
of  American  museums  with  the  aid  of  an  advisory  group  con¬ 
sisting  of  Messrs.  Clark  Wissler,  Chairman,  Andrey  AvinofF, 
Robert  W.  Bingham,  Huger  Elliott,  William  H.  Fox,  Charles 
R.  Richards,  and  Theodore  Sizer. 

The  largest  grants  made  on  the  recommendation  of  this 
group  were  of  $45,000,  spread  over  a  five-year  period,  to  enable 
the  Pennsylvania  Museum  of  Art  at  Philadelphia  to  establish  a 
branch  museum  in  a  crowded  part  of  the  city,  and  of  $50,000, 
likewise  over  a  five-year  period,  to  meet  the  general  expenses  of 
the  American  Association  of  Museums.  Acting  upon  a  sugges¬ 
tion  of  the  Carnegie  United  Kingdom  Trust,  a  contribution  of 
$30,000  has  been  made  to  enable  the  Museums  Association 
(British)  to  conduct  a  much  needed  general  survey  of  the 
museums  in  the  British  Dominions  and  Colonies. 

The  Library 

The  library  was  of  vital  interest  to  Andrew  Carnegie,  and  the 
Corporation  which  he  created  has  been,  since  its  organization, 
and  doubtless  will  continue  to  be,  more  closely  identified  with 
the  library  than  with  any  other  single  activity  falling  within 
the  terms  of  its  charter.  Five  years  of  the  ten-year  library 
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program,  adopted  in  1926  and  involving  the  expenditure  of 
$10,000,000,  have  now  elapsed,  and  the  time  seemed  propitious 
for  the  Corporation  to  adopt  an  attitude  not  of  stopping,  but  of 
looking  and  listening.  Accordingly  the  following  men  and 
women  were  invited,  not  in  their  several  official  capacities,  but 
as  friends  of  the  Corporation,  to  come  together  for  an  informal 
interchange  of  views: 

William  Warner  Bishop,  Sarah  C.  N.  Bogle,  Morse  A.  Cart¬ 
wright,  Harrison  W.  Craver,  Linda  A.  Eastman,  Milton  J.

L.  Wheeler,  Louis  R.  Wilson,  Malcolm  Glenn  Wyer — and  from 
the  Corporation  staff  F.  P.  Keppel  and  R.  M.  Lester. 

Their  Report,  which  appears  in  the  Appendix  (page43),isthe 
fruit  of  much  individual  reflection,  and  of  a  number  of  meetings, 
both  of  the  group  as  a  whole  and  of  subcommittees.  It  pro¬ 
vides  a  dispassionate  but  searching  analysis  of  present  condi¬ 
tions  and  trends,  and  furnishes,  not  only  to  the  Corporation  but 
to  all  who  are  interested  in  the  American  library,  a  broad 
picture  which  it  is  believed  could  have  been  obtained  only  by 
such  disinterested  and  friendly  service.  Sincere  thanks  are 
due  to  the  members  of  the  group  who  have  been  willing  to  make 
the  time  in  their  busy  lives  for  the  study  and  consideration 
upon  which  it  is  based. 

During  the  year,  the  Corporation  has  continued  the  dis¬ 
tribution  of  funds  for  the  enrichment  of  college  libraries  in  the 
United  States,  under  the  advice  of  the  special  committee  of 
which  Dr.  W.  W.  Bishop  is  Chairman,  and  is  making  plans  for 
extending  this  service  to  Canada  and  New  Zealand.  In  all, 
gifts  have  thus  far  been  made  to  63  institutions,  totaling 
$797,000.  In  addition  the  Corporation  has  taken  a  further  step 
in  recognition  of  the  growing  importance  of  the  library  in  the 
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American  college  through  the  endowment  of  the  librarianships 
at  Oberlin  and  at  Swarthmore,  the  grant  for  the  purpose  being 
in  each  case  $150,000.  It  is  believed  that  a  general  improve¬ 
ment  of  library  resources  and  services  may  prove  to  have  some 
bearing  upon  the  broad  question  of  the  future  of  the  American 
college  of  liberal  arts.  The  number  of  our  undergraduate 
students  has  risen  rapidly  in  the  last  decade  and  is  still  rising. 
The  increase,  however,  has  come  not  in  the  old-fashioned 
American  college,  but  in  the  junior  colleges,  in  the  under¬ 
graduate  departments  of  universities,  particularly  those  in  large 
centers  of  population,  and  in  institutions  which  still  call  them¬ 
selves  colleges,  but  in  which  the  vocational  elements  of  the 
curriculum  have  come  to  overshadow  the  rest.  Taking  the 
country  as  a  whole,  attendance  in  the  old-fashioned  college  is 
falling,  and  tending  to  fall  rapidly.  Whether  this  trend  will  con¬ 
tinue  until  the  four-year  college  of  the  liberal  arts  ceases  to  be 
the  characteristic  element  in  xAmerican  life  which  it  has  been  in 
the  past  will  probably  depend  more  than  upon  anything  else 
upon  the  colleges  themselves.  They  must  demonstrate  anew  the 
capacity  to  produce  the  men  and  women  whose  influence  in  the 
world  they  will  enter  after  graduation  can  never  be  measured 
by  mere  numbers.  This  the  college  succeeded  in  doing  in  the 
past,  and  can  again  do  in  the  future,  but  not  by  repeating  the 
old  techniques,  for  the  world  of  tomorrow  will  be  a  very  different 
place  from  the  world  of  yesterday  and  even  the  world  of  today. 
As  one  element  in  meeting  these  conditions,  the  library  must 
be  actively  and  intelligently  used  by  the  students,  and  must  be 
worth  using. 

During  the  year,  also,  a  library  endowment  grant  of  $100,000 
was  made  to  the  xAmerican  Philosophical  Society  upon  the  150th 
anniversary  of  the  granting  of  its  charter. 
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The  Arts 

As  a  member  of  the  group  preparing  the  Report  to  the  President 
on  Recent  Social  Changes  and  charged  with  the  presentation  of 
the  place  of  the  arts  in  American  life,  the  writer  has  had  an 
unusual  opportunity  to  study  the  significance  of  foundation 
grants  in  this  field.  On  the  whole,  the  part  already  played  by 
the  Corporation  seems  well  justified.  Certainly  it  may  claim  a 
share  in  the  remarkable  advance  in  college  teaching,  and  in  the 
new  leadership  of  the  American  Federation  of  Arts.  The  best 
opportunities  for  further  foundation  contributions  would  seem 
to  lie  in  the  advancement  of  secondary  education,  in  funda¬ 
mental  research  as  to  the  nature  of  aesthetic  sensitiveness  and 
creative  capacity,  in  the  relation  of  the  arts  to  adult  education 
through  museum  activities  and  otherwise,  and  in  the  further¬ 
ance  of  enterprises,  particularly  in  the  smaller  communities, 
which  will  demonstrate  the  possibilities  in  the  arts,  not  only 
for  passive  enjoyment  but  for  active  participation. 

With  reference  to  the  place  of  the  arts  in  secondary  education, 
the  following  quotation  from  a  resolution  adopted  by  the  Amer¬ 
ican  Federation  of  Arts  at  its  annual  convention  in  May,  1931, 
is  of  particular  significance: 

Realizing  that  the  success  of  the  movement  will  depend  in 
large  measure  upon  the  attitude  adopted  by  the  colleges  of  the 
country,  it  begs  the  colleges  to  bear  in  mind  the  enrichment 
which  comes  from  the  presence  in  the  undergraduate  body  of 
students  who  at  entrance  possess  understanding  of  and  en¬ 
thusiasm  for  the  arts.  The  influence  of  such  students  is  felt 
not  only  in  the  courses  in  the  arts  offered  by  the  institution, 
but  throughout  the  whole  fabric  of  undergraduate  life.  It 
urges  that  adequate  recognition  be  given  to  the  possession  of 
these  attributes  by  candidates  for  admission.  It  would  point 
out,  however,  that  a  machinery  of  written  entrance  examina¬ 
tions  which  may  serve  as  a  satisfactory  basis  for  determining 
the  adequacy  of  preparation  in  other  fields  is  not  necessarily  the 
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best  method  for  appraising  such  qualities  as  aesthetic  apprecia¬ 
tion,  skill  in  performance,  and  creative  talent.  It  questions 
further  whether  their  value  can  best  be  measured  as  elements 
in  a  system  of  unit  entrance  credits. 

Generally  speaking,  the  interest  of  the  State  universities  in 
the  arts  is  comparatively  recent,  but  it  is  very  genuine,  and 
particularly  in  view  of  the  relative  neglect  of  these  institutions 
by  the  foundations  (see  page  12),  it  is  a  pleasure  to  record  two 
recent  grants  of  the  Carnegie  Corporation,  each  in  support  of 
the  development  of  a  general  program  in  the  arts:  $ 100,000  to 
the  University  of  Michigan  in  1928,  and  $100,000  to  the  State 
University  of  Iowa  in  1930. 

Cooperating  Agencies 

Only  in  exceptional  cases  does  the  Carnegie  Corporation  con¬ 
duct  or  supervise  the  enterprises  toward  which  it  contributes. 
In  an  increasing  number  of  instances  its  grants  are  made  not 
directly  but  through  some  representative  agency,  which  makes 
itself  responsible  first  for  recommending  the  grant,  and  second 
for  exercising  such  oversight  as  may  be  desirable. 

Typical  details  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix  (pp.  37-40),  as, 
for  example,  under  the  American  Council  of  Learned  Societies, 
through  which  six  grants  were  made,  totalling  $27,500;  the 
Carnegie  Foundation  for  the  Advancement  of  Teaching,  five 
grants,  aggregating  $88,000;  the  College  Art  Association,  four 
grants,  with  a  total  of  $64,000. 

Useful  Publications 

One  of  the  purposes  of  the  Corporation,  recorded  both  in  Mr. 
Carnegie’s  Deed  of  Gift  and  in  the  Charter,  is  useful  publica¬ 
tions.  The  part  played  by  the  Corporation  in  bringing  such 
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publications  into  being  is  often  indirect  rather  than  direct,  and 
it  would  be  difficult  to  make  up  a  complete  list  for  any  fiscal 
year.  The  following  books,  selected  from  those  completed  in 
the  year  under  review,  may,  however,  be  regarded  as  typical:

In  addition,  each  year  brings  a  number  of  printed  reports 
from  the  visitors  who  come  to  the  United  States  as  the  guests 
of  the  Corporation  from  the  British  Dominions  of  South  Africa, 
Australia,  and  New  Zealand,  each  to  study  some  particular 
phase  of  life  in  the  United  States.  These  visitors  see  us  with  a 
fresh  eye,  and  their  reports  are  often  no  less  useful  to  ourselves 
than  to  their  fellow  countrymen. 

Twenty  or  more  studies  financed  in  whole  or  in  part  by  the 
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Corporation  and  now  under  way  will  result  in  reports  upon 
topics  of  interest  to  the  public,  including  volumes  on  dental, 
medical,  and  forestry  education,  on  graduate  instruction,  on 
research  in  the  fine  arts,  on  the  teaching  of  the  social  sciences 
in  the  schools,  and  on  the  durability  of  records.  In  the  current 
program  of  the  American  Association  for  Adult  Education  are 
included  studies  upon  vocational  training  within  the  industries, 
rural  adult  education,  the  opportunity  school,  and  education 
by  correspondence. 

Of  a  somewhat  different  character,  but  falling  within  this 
general  field,  was  the  grant  of  $100,000  toward  the  publication 
expenses  of  the  Encyclopaedia  of  the  Social  Sciences. 

Technical  Institutes 

Special  reference  should  be  made  to  the  report  on  the  non¬ 
degree  granting  technical  institutes  mentioned  above.  This 
report  should  have  a  wide  circulation  and  should  receive  careful 
attention.  With  few  exceptions  we  have  failed  to  stabilize  this 
type  of  institution  in  the  United  States.  Some,  like  the 
Worcester  Polytechnic  Institute  or  the  Carnegie  Institute  of 
Technology,  Pittsburgh,  have  changed  their  original  purpose 
and  have  become  degree-granting  institutions.  Few  of  those 
remaining  in  the  field  have  received  adequate  financial  support, 
either  from  the  communities  in  which  they  are  situated  or  from 
general  agencies.  Meanwhile,  we  have  been  extravagantly 
using  our  engineering  colleges  to  provide  the  routine  parts  of 
engineering  and  industrial  service,  although  the  examples  of 
England  and  the  Continent  have  proved  that  the  training 
offered  by  the  technical  institute,  which  is  relatively  inexpensive 
both  in  money  and  in  the  time  of  the  student,  is  quite  sufficient 
to  provide  the  personnel  for  maintenance  and  operation  of 
industry,  as  contrasted  with  engineering  design  and  other 
higher  forms  of  professional  activity.  It  has  been  found  that 
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there  are,  at  present,  approximately  one-fiftieth  as  many  tech¬ 
nical  institute  men  in  manufacture  as  the  employers  say  they 
should  have.  An  output  of  from  15,000  to  20,000  technical  in¬ 
stitute  men  could  probably  be  absorbed  annually  in  manufac¬ 
ture  alone.  Less  comprehensive  estimates  from  the  public 
utility  and  transportation  industries  indicate  demands  in  pro¬ 
portion. 


Special  Fund 

The  general  policy  adopted  by  the  Corporation  in  1926  to 
reduce  the  net  load  of  unpaid  obligations  has  resulted  in  bring¬ 
ing  down  that  load  from  129,540,011.03  to  $17,074,823.68, 
while  at  the  same  time  adding  $1,589,807.58  to  a  fund  reserved 
against  capital  depreciation.  On  the  other  hand  it  has,  of  neces¬ 
sity,  for  the  time  being  greatly  restricted  the  program  of  the 
Corporation  in  the  United  States.  As  a  result,  perhaps  the 
widest  opportunities  open  to  the  Corporation  during  the  period 
have  been  found  in  the  administration  of  the  so-called  Special 
Fund,  applicable,  according  to  the  terms  of  Mr.  Carnegie’s  sup¬ 
plementary  gift,  “in  Canada  and  the  British  Colonies.”  During 
the  past  five  years,  from  the  income  of  this  fund  the  Corpora¬ 
tion  has  supported  five  “Jeanes”  schools  for  the  training  of 
native  supervisors  in  different  parts  of  British  Africa.  It  has 
distributed  books  on  education  and  psychology  to  educational 
institutions  in  Australia  and  New  Zealand,  and  inaugurated 
systems  of  traveling  libraries  and  home  science  study  in  the 
last  named.  It  has  supported  a  demonstration  of  the  possibili¬ 
ties  of  public  library  development  in  the  Province  of  British 
Columbia,  of  music  development  in  Saskatchewan,  of  adult 
education  in  Newfoundland.  It  has  supported  a  library  school 
at  McGill  University.  In  addition,  endowment  grants  totalling 
$1,200,000  have  been  made  to  Dalhousie  University,  King’s 
College,  and  Acadia  University,  in  the  Maritime  Provinces.  It 
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has  supported  a  comprehensive  sociological  study  involving  co¬ 
operative  research  in  South  Africa,  and  has  made  contributions 
for  specific  researches,  equalling  the  contributions  for  this  pur¬ 
pose  by  the  Union  Government.  Forty-four  visitors  have  come 
to  the  United  States  as  guests  of  the  Corporation,  and  eleven 
have  gone  from  the  United  States  to  different  parts  of  the  Brit¬ 
ish  Empire.  It  has  inaugurated  the  study  of  museums  in  the 
Dominions  and  Colonies  already  referred  to.  It  has  made  pos¬ 
sible  the  establishment  of  an  Australian  Council  for  Educational 
Research.  In  certain  instances,  the  needs  of  the  Dominions  and 
Colonies  may  best  be  met  through  the  support  of  enterprises  at 
the  heart  of  the  British  Empire,  and  during  the  year  under 
review  two  substantial  grants  have  been  made,  one  of  $40,000 
to  meet  the  traveling  expenses  of  delegates  to  the  quinquennial 
meeting  of  British  Universities,  and  another  of  $200,000  toward 
the  erection  of  Dominion  Students’  Hall,  a  residence  hall  for 
overseas  students  in  London. 

To  select  but  one  of  these  activities  for  more  detailed  com¬ 
ment,  the  Australian  Council  for  Educational  Research,  es¬ 
tablished  under  provision  of  a  Corporation  grant  in  1929, 
has  recently  issued  its  first  annual  report.  Thirty-two  investi¬ 
gations  have  been  aided  by  the  Council;  cordial  relationship 
has  been  established  with,  and  active  support  has  been  secured 
from,  educational  leaders,  directors,  and  other  officials  of  the 
State  educational  departments;  the  schools  of  the  continent 
are  practically  at  the  disposal  of  investigators  authorized  by 
the  Council.  Such  mutual  understanding  and  cooperation  goes 
far  to  break  down  a  certain  educational  isolation  which  has 
existed  between  the  various  States  in  spite  of  the  general  uni¬ 
formity  of  educational  practice  throughout  the  Commonwealth. 

Dr.  Kenneth  S.  Cunningham,  Chief  Executive  Officer,  in 
appraising  the  possibilities  and  responsibilities  of  the  newly 
established  Council,  describes  its  field  as  follows: 
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It  may,  then,  safely  be  said  that  one  of  the  chief  contribu¬ 
tions  of  the  Council  should  be  that  of  encouraging  the  spirit  of 
research  and  progress  in  education  over  as  wide  an  area  as 
possible.  It  should  seek  to  add  to  the  number  of  those  who  are 
prepared  to  adopt  a  critical  attitude  towards  educational 
theories  and  practices  which  have  no  surer  a  basis  than  that  of 
traditional  acceptance. 

The  Council  should,  therefore,  act  as  a  clearing  house  for 
information  about  new  developments  in  education  abroad,  as 
well  as  about  modern  theories  of  child  psychology  and  child 
management.  It  should  seek  to  make  available  to  local  and 
foreign  students  information  concerning  Australian  education. 
While  its  publications  should  include  technical  studies  which 
make  their  appeal  to  relatively  few  persons,  much  of  its  work 
should  lead  to  results  which  have  an  immediate  bearing  on  the 
regular  work  of  the  classroom.  It  should  take  any  action 
which  is  calculated  to  assist  teachers  in  adopting  a  progressive 
and  scientific  attitude  towards  their  professional  work;  it 
should  not  forget  that  research  and  progress  are  needed,  not 
only  in  the  school,  but  also  in  the  field  of  parental  education, 
since,  in  the  long  run,  the  home  is  even  more  important  than 
the  school  in  the  child’s  education. 

Thanks  to  constant  intercourse  with  Canada  and  New¬ 
foundland,  to  the  recent  visits  by  Corporation  officers  and 
representatives  to  South  Africa,  and  to  Dean  James  E.  Russell’s 
visit  on  its  behalf  to  Australia  and  New  Zealand,  the  Corpora¬ 
tion  is  kept  reasonably  well  informed  as  to  the  desires  of  the 
Dominions.  It  is  less  well  posted  as  to  conditions  in  the  Colonies, 
and,  most  important,  it  has  had  no  means  of  intelligently 
judging  the  relative  importance  and  timeliness  of  proposals 
coming  from  different  parts  of  the  British  Empire.  To  remedy 
this  lack,  and  with  the  hospitable  welcome  of  the  Carnegie 
United  Kingdom  Trust,  three  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Corporation 
visited  London  in  May,  1931,  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining 
general  information  regarding  the  administration  of  the  Special 
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Fund.  Although  those  whom  they  wished  to  consult  are 
naturally  men  of  heavy  responsibilities  and  with  countless 
demands  upon  their  time,  the  representatives  of  the  Corpora¬ 
tion  were  received  with  uniform  courtesy  and  consideration. 
Through  the  kindness  of  Mr.  J.  H.  Oldham,  Secretary,  Inter¬ 
national  Missionary  Council,  a  luncheon  was  arranged  at 
Chatham  House  on  May  21,  1931,  under  the  chairmanship  of 
the  Rt.  Hon.  Stanley  Baldwin.  Besides  Mr.  Baldwin,  Mr.  Old¬ 
ham,  and  the  representatives  of  the  Carnegie  Corporation  (Mr. 
James,  Mr.  Keppel,  and  Mr.  Suzzallo)  there  were  present  L.  S. 
Amery,  R.  M.  Barrington-Ward,  Sir  William  Beveridge,  Sir 
Basil  Blackett,  Lionel  Curtis,  The  Earl  of  Elgin,  Sir  Frank 
Heath,  Julian  Huxley,  Thomas  Jones,  P.  Evans  Lewin,  The 
Marquess  of  Lothian,  Lord  Lugard,  J.  M.  Mitchell,  W.  G.  A. 
Ormsby-Gore,  Lord  Snell,  and  G.  J.  F.  Tomlinson.  This  gather¬ 
ing  afforded  an  opportunity  for  general  discussion,  which  was 
followed  by  a  number  of  individual  conferences  and  meetings 
with  smaller  groups.  The  information  received  in  this  way  will 
prove  of  great  value  to  the  Corporation,  and  during  the  coming 
year  will  furnish  the  basis  for  a  re-study  of  its  program  outside 
the  United  States.

Gifts  and  Bequests 

As  regards  gifts  and  bequests  for  public  purposes,  the  year 
has  been  notable  for  the  proportion  devoted  to  the  arts.  These 
include  that  of  Mortimer  F.  Rundel  for  a  library  and  art  museum 
at  Rochester,  $1,000,000;  the  establishment  of  the  Ringling 
Museum  and  Art  School  at  Sarasota,  Florida,  amount  not 
specified;  the  Burke  bequest  to  the  Cleveland  School  of  Art, 
$975, ooo;  the  bequest  of  C.  H.  Ditson  for  musical  education, 
divided  among  four  universities,  $800,000;  the  bequest  of 
Mrs.  C.  P.  Taft  of  $1,000,000  as  an  endowment  for  the  Taft 
collection  in  Cincinnati;  the  gift  of  Mr.  John  L.  Severance  for  a

music  hall  in  Cleveland;  the  Whitney  Museum  of  American 
Art  in  New  York;  and,  finally,  the  opening  to  the  public  of  the 
great  Frick  collection  in  New  York  City,  valued  at  $30,000,000, 
and  with  $15,000,000  endowment. 

In  other  fields,  the  following  may  be  noted:  The  Child  Wel¬ 
fare  Foundation,  with  a  reported  endowment  of  $50,000,000, 
established  by  W.  K.  Kellogg;  the  endowment  of  the  Institute 
of  Current  World  Affairs  by  a  gift  of  $1,000,000  from  the 
Friendship  Fund  created  by  Charles  R.  Crane,  supplemented 
by  personal  contributions;  an  addition  of  $1,250,000  to  the 
capital  funds  of  the  Harmon  Foundation  by  the  will  of  W.  E. 
Harmon;  the  increase  in  the  capital  funds  of  the  New  York 
Foundation  by  the  sum  of  $7,750,000,  by  bequest  of  Alfred  N. 
Heinsheimer;  a  new  trust  fund,  created  by  E.  C.  Fuller,  of 
$1,500,000  for  cancer  research;  G.  A.  Oberlaender’s  gift  of 
$1,000,000  for  the  promotion  of  good-will  between  the  United 
States  and  Germany;  the  extension  southward  of  the  admirably 
administered  Guggenheim  fellowships  to  include  students  from 
Mexico,  Argentina,  Chile,  Cuba,  with  announcement  of  expan¬ 
sion  later  to  other  Latin-American  countries.  The  number  of 
community  trusts  continues  to  grow,  there  being  now  75,  with 
resources  of  more  than  $35,000,000,  more  than  double  the  sum 
reported  in  1927. 

The  summary  statement  prepared  by  Mr.  Evans  Clark  of 
the  Twentieth  Century  Fund  reports  foundation  grants  for 
the  year  under  review  of  $52,500,000.  While  the  trusts  founded 
by  Mr.  Carnegie  are  required  under  the  deeds  of  gift  to  keep 
their  principal  funds  intact,  this  is  not  the  case  with  the  major¬ 
ity  of  American  foundations,  and  a  considerable  share  of  this 
total  has  come  from  principal  rather  than  from  income. 
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Foundation  Policies 

The  past  few  years  have  witnessed  an  increasing  spirit  of 
cooperation  among  American  foundations.  Problems  common 
to  two  or  more  are  studied  together.  Information  is  freely 
exchanged,  and  joint  programs  undertaken,  as,  for  example, 
by  the  General  Education  Board,  the  Julius  Rosenwald  Fund, 
and  the  Carnegie  Corporation  in  the  library  movement  in  the 
southeastern  part  of  the  United  States,  particularly  with  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  school  library.  In  the  study  of  the  unemployment 
situation  in  Minnesota,  already  mentioned,  the  Corporation 
is  one  of  three  cooperating  foundations. 

It  is  not  expected  or  desired  that  this  tendency  will  lead 
toward  uniformity  of  policy  or  procedure.  There  is  wide 
variety  in  the  basic  policies  of  the  different  trusts.  As  a  matter 
of  general  policy,  the  Commonwealth  Fund  and  the  Milbank 
Memorial  Fund  direct  the  enterprises  in  which  they  are  inter¬ 
ested,  whereas  it  is  the  custom  of  the  Carnegie  Corporation  to 
restrict  its  own  administrative  operations  to  the  minimum. 
Certain  foundations  are  committed  to  the  policy  of  requiring 
that  all  or  nearly  all  of  their  grants  shall  be  matched  by  money 
from  other  sources.  Other  foundations  believe  that  matching 
is  likely  to  be  most  effective  when  the  equivalent  is  rendered 
not  in  money  but  in  terms  of  service  and  responsibility. 

There  is  one  matter,  however,  in  which  uniformity  is  most 
desirable  and  where  it  has  not  as  yet  been  achieved.  It  is 
unfortunately  true  that  there  are  still  a  number  of  trusts,  some 
of  large  capitalization,  which  publish  no  reports  and  furnish  no 
information  as  to  their  activities.  It  must  be  assumed  that 
these  organizations  realize  neither  the  essentially  public  nature 
of  their  responsibility,  as  evidenced  by  exemption  from  taxation, 
nor  the  degree  to  which  the  attitude  which  they  have  adopted 
may  tend  to  threaten  public  confidence  in  the  foundation  as  an 
instrument  of  social  usefulness. 
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In  general,  the  relations  between  the  foundations  and  what 
may  be  called  the  grant-consuming  public  have  been  steadily 
improving.  It  is  no  longer  felt  by  applicants  that  obeisance 
need  be  made  as  a  condition  of  receiving  attention,  for  it  is 
recognized  that  the  foundation  is  quite  as  anxious  to  find  out¬ 
standing  opportunities  for  carrying  out  its  trust  as  the  appli¬ 
cant  is  eager  to  receive  financial  aid.  It  is  also  recognized  by 
reasonable  people  that  only  a  small  proportion  of  new  appli¬ 
cations  can  possibly  receive  favorable  consideration,  not  only 
because  of  their  number,  but  because,  in  the  distribution  of  the 
limited  funds  at  its  disposal,  a  foundation  must  recognize  con¬ 
tinuing  responsibilities  toward  activities  to  which  it  has  con¬ 
tributed  in  previous  years. 

There  remains,  however,  one  real  difficulty  in  these  relations, 
namely,  the  delay  in  receiving  a  definite  response  to  an  applica¬ 
tion  falling  within  the  recognized  field  of  activity  of  the  foun¬ 
dation  in  question.  In  most  instances,  the  executive  has  a 
shrewd  idea  as  to  what  the  ultimate  answer  must  be,  but  he 
has  no  right  to  anticipate  the  action  of  his  trustees,  and  if  he  is 
wise,  he  will  not  permit  himself  to  do  so.  The  Boards  them¬ 
selves  meet  seldom,  in  some  cases  only  twice  a  year,  and  when 
they  do  meet,  their  members  naturally  desire,  and  they  should 
have,  entire  freedom  of  action  within  the  terms  of  their  charters. 

The  solution  of  the  problem  may  lie  in  some  plan  whereby 
the  applicant  might  be  informed  with  reasonable  promptness 
whether  an  intermediate  group,  which  can  frequently  be 
brought  together,  a  Board  of  Officers  or  an  Executive  Commit¬ 
tee,  is  prepared  to  recommend  favorable  action  on  the  part  of 
the  Board.  This  would  not  be  a  final  answer,  but  in  the  great 
majority  of  cases  it  would  furnish  the  information  needed  by 
the  applicant. 
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Conclusion 

The  running  audit  of  experience  announced  in  the  1930  Report 
has  been  maintained.  In  all,  twenty-five  reports  on  the  results 
of  grants  previously  made  have  been  prepared  and  circulated  to 
the  Trustees  during  the  year  by  the  Assistant  to  the  President, 
Mr.  R.  M.  Lester.  Certain  of  this  material  will  be  found  on 
pages  63  to  81.  It  is  already  evident  that  this  policy  will  not 
only  serve  to  guide  the  Corporation  in  its  own  operations,  but 
will  be  of  value  both  to  other  foundations  and  to  those  especially 
interested  in  the  subjects  treated  in  the  reports. 

To  the  great  pleasure  of  his  new  associates,  Newton  D. 
Baker  has  accepted  their  invitation  to  fill  the  existing  vacancy 
in  the  membership  of  the  Board  of  the  Carnegie  Corporation. 
This  brings  to  the  Corporation  a  trustee  of  national  experience, 
large  acquaintance,  and  wide  reading,  admirably  qualified  to 
appraise  the  opportunities  open  to  it  for  the  advancement  and 
diffusion  of  knowledge  and  understanding.

FINAL  REPORT  OF  THE  CONFERENCE 


ADOPTED  APRIL  27,  1 93  I 

THE  place  of  the  Carnegie  Corporation  in  the  library  field 
has  been  so  long  and  so  definitely  known  that  if  one  utters 
the  word  “Carnegie”  in  the  presence  of  the  average  layman  the 
reaction  will  be  expressed  in  the  word  “library.”  This  rela¬ 
tionship  of  terms  has  grown  out  of  that  financial  support  with¬ 
out  which  book  service  to  the  public  would  in  many  places  still 
be  without  a  roof  over  its  head,  and  also  out  of  that  moral  en¬ 
couragement  which,  for  long  years  and  in  the  midst  of  other 
pressing  duties,  Andrew  Carnegie — and  later  the  officers  of  the 
Carnegie  Corporation — found  time  to  give.  There  comes  a 
day,  however,  in  the  affairs  of  a  generous  and  interested  body, 
when  it  is  well  to  cast  up  the  score  of  things  accomplished, 
and  better  yet  to  outline  the  program  of  the  future — to  judge 
from  the  past  what  should  come  in  the  future.  Accordingly  on 
December  8,  1930,  at  the  request  of  the  President  of  the  Cor¬ 
poration,  a  group  of  interested  persons  came  together  in  New 
York  to  confer  with  him  on  problems  and  practices  touching 
both  the  Corporation  and  the  library. 

The  agenda  on  that  occasion  contained  items  upon  voluntary 
versus  paid  help  in  establishing  Corporation  policies  and  prac¬ 
tices;  the  best  agencies  for  carrying  out  specific  details  of 
college  library  grants  and  fellowships;  the  relationship  of  the 
Corporation  to  professional  education  for  librarianship;  how 
the  Corporation  might  best  function  with  reference  to  school 
libraries,  in  which  is  centered  the  interest  of  two  professions; 
whether  the  Corporation  is  neglecting  any  essential  part  of  the 
library  field,  as  for  example,  scholarly  bibliography;  whether 
the  Corporation  has  a  sufficiently  delicate  auditory  system  to 
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detect  newer  suggestions  for  library  advancement;  the  rela¬ 
tionship  of  the  Corporation  to  the  American  Library  Associa¬ 
tion  and  to  other  library  organizations;  the  attitude  of  the 
profession  as  a  whole  toward  the  policies  and  activities  of  the 
Corporation;  the  degree  of  influence  which  Corporation  grants 
have  had  toward  leadership  in  the  rank  and  file;  and  other  in¬ 
teresting  phases  of  these  and  other  topics  arising  out  of  dis¬ 
cussion.  It  must  be  noted,  too,  that  while  other  objectives,  such 
as  pensions,  bibliographical  projects  of  all  kinds,  were  not  over¬ 
looked,  the  Corporation  recognizes  its  inability  to  do  or  to 
attempt  everything  at  once. 

As  a  result  of  the  day’s  conference  the  group  was  broken 
up  into  subcommittees  for  a  more  intensive  study  of  some  of  the 
problems  to  be  discussed  at  the  next  meeting,  which  was  later 
set  for  February  24  and  25,  1931,  at  Ann  Arbor,  Michigan. 

(For  reports  of  the  various  subcommittees  see  pages  29  to  82 
of  the  separately  printed  Report  of  Informal  Conferences  on 
Library  Interests.) 

Growth  of  Library  Service 

The  development  of  the  American  library  may  be  divided 
roughly  into  two  stages  separated  by  the  war  of  1914-18.  The 
programs  of  the  Carnegie  Corporation  and  of  the  American 
Library  Association  as  well  have  been  intimately  concerned 
with  both  stages. 

In  the  first  or  pre-war  stage,  professional  and  popular  in¬ 
terest  centered  on  the  erection  of  library  buildings  and  on  the 
initial  acquisition  of  book  reservoirs.  Mr.  Carnegie’s  great 
benefactions,  continued  in  the  later  years  of  the  period  by  the 
Carnegie  Corporation,  were  made  in  response  to  this  interest. 
The  Association  reflected  the  movement  by  devoting  its 
energies  in  large  measure  to  expansion. 

In  the  post-war  period,  the  emphasis  in  library  work  shifted. 
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Librarianship  became  reflective.  In  the  place  of  mere  acquisi¬ 
tion  of  books  and  structures,  quantity  circulation,  and  the  in¬ 
vention  and  multiplication  of  devices  for  facilitating  mass  pro¬ 
duction  in  book  reading,  the  chief  concern  now  is  with  the 
proper  utilization  of  reading  matter  and  of  the  equipment  that 
houses  it;  quality  circulation  and  “library  service”  are  of  great 
interest  to  librarians,  who  regard  themselves  as  actual  or  poten¬ 
tial  intellectual  leaders  rather  than  as  efficient  book-chargers. 

The  growing  realization  on  the  part  of  the  librarian  that  his 
position  entails  a  cultural  as  well  as  a  mechanical  responsi¬ 
bility  to  the  community  in  which  he  labors,  had  an  immediate 
effect  upon  American  Library  Association  headquarters.  The 
isolated  librarian  first  demanded  facts  about  his  profession  and, 
the  facts  supplied,  urgently  requested  aid  in  formulating  ideas 
with  which  to  apply  the  facts.  The  Association,  with  the  gener¬ 
ous  aid  of  the  Corporation,  essayed  to  meet  these  service  de¬ 
mands.  Whether  or  not  it  should  have  attempted  so  large  a 
task,  whether  it  has  “spoon  fed”  librarians  who  might  well 
have  experimented  for  themselves,  is  beside  the  point  when 
considered  in  comparison  with  the  inescapable  fact  that  the 
librarian  and  the  library  are  now  depended  upon  for  essential 
aid  in  all  educational  programs. 

It  is  quite  impossible  to  say  how  much  the  spread  of  the 
library  service  idea,  as  reflected  in  the  number  of  activities 
carried  on  at  Association  headquarters  and  as  reflected  in  the 
sums  spent  by  the  Corporation  and  other  foundations,  is  at¬ 
tributable  to  natural  growth  and  how  much  to  reflex  stimula¬ 
tion  from  the  provision  of  money  grants.  Whatever  the  true 
situation  may  be,  the  fact  of  professional  consciousness  re¬ 
mains  as  a  worthy  result  of  the  investment  of  energies  and  funds. 

The  widespread  character  of  this  healthy  growth  over  a 
decade  now  naturally  raises  the  question  of  future  policy  for 
the  Carnegie  Corporation  and  for  the  Association.  The  confer- 
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ences  which  have  produced  this  report  have  been  aimed  at  a 
determination  of  those  elements  of  program  which  may  safely 
be  permitted  to  carry  themselves,  and  at  delineation  of  those 
elements  of  the  present  program,  together  with  desirable  future 
projects,  which  may  conceivably  demand  attention  and  support. 

College  Grants 

In  its  report  the  Subcommittee  on  college  library  grants  entered 
into  a  discussion  of  the  desire  of  the  Corporation  to  clear  out 
matters  of  routine  from  its  office,  of  its  present  policy  of  seeking 
advice  from  a  relatively  large  number  of  experts  serving  vol¬ 
untarily  and  without  compensation,  and  of  its  reluctance  to  place 
upon  its  staff  a  few  specialists  who  might  come  to  speedier 
decisions  but  who  might  not  represent  the  thought  of  so  wide 
a  circle  of  professional  workers. 

The  opinion  was  expressed  that  it  is  the  duty  of  a  foundation, 
while  using  an  advisory  group  system,  to  send  adequately 
equipped  men  into  the  field  to  participate  in  discussions  with 
the  leaders  actually  at  work  there,  to  bring  back  information 
upon  which  more  readily  and  more  certainly  the  advisers  may 
pass  judgment,  and  to  return  to  the  field  from  time  to  time  to 
view  the  crop  and  judge  its  sufficiency.  Planting  and  cultivat¬ 
ing  without  weighing  the  harvest  do  not  provide  necessary  facts 
toward  growing  finer  grain.  If  the  entire  advisory  function  were 
placed  on  any  one  body,  as,  for  example,  the  American  Library 
Association,  that  body  would  probably  find  itself  in  the  unfor¬ 
tunate  position  of  having  its  recommendations  for  professional 
improvements  accepted  by  colleges  which  would  expect  immedi¬ 
ately  thereafter  and  thereby  to  be  given  the  funds  they  had 
asked  for.  Such  complications  should  be  avoided,  but  at  the 
same  time  American  Library  Association  headquarters  advice 
should  be  readily  available,  and  should  be  constantly  sought. 

Recommendation:  That  there  should  be  established  at  the 
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American  Library  Association  headquarters  a  college  library 
advisory  service. 

So  far  most  of  the  Corporation  grants  to  colleges  have  been 
made  to  secure  a  more  adequate  book  supply.  Until  colleges  are 
convinced  of  the  necessity  of  a  good  library,  along  with 
fine  laboratories  and  spacious  stadia,  emphasis  may  well  be 
placed  on  books.  In  giving  this  aid,  however,  care  should  be 
taken  to  maintain  freedom  of  selection  on  the  part  of  the  college 
and  to  stimulate  the  library  staff  to  exercise  such  choice  wisely. 
A  suggested  list  of  books  should  merely  be  suggestive.  Advice 
as  to  where  to  buy,  and  how,  is  appropriate,  but  to  set  down 
rigid  rules  would  mean  immediate  gains  not  long  sustained. 
It  is  highly  important  with  the  growing  demands  on  the  college 
that  it  should  have  an  alert  and  growing  library  staff  which 
shall  be  able  to  carry  its  increasing  responsibilities  without  un¬ 
due  labor  on  the  up-grade. 

The  selection  of  books  for  college  libraries  has  brought  up 
sharply  the  problem  of  the  out-of-print  book  which  is  more  or 
less  essential  to  scholarship,  but  which  lacks  popularity  suf¬ 
ficient  to  make  reprinting  commercially  attractive.  Two  pro¬ 
posals  have  been  advanced:  first,  that  the  American  Library 
Association  go  into  the  publishing  business  and  itself  issue 
such  works;  second,  that  through  a  revolving  fund  publishers 
be  supported  in  producing  such  books  in  suitable  editions,  i.e., 
of  good  appearance  and  bound  for  library  use.  In  the  latter 
case,  the  American  Library  Association  would  possibly  compile 
each  year  a  short  list  of  desirable  but  not  readily  obtainable 
titles,  enter  into  negotiation  with  some  agency,  presumably  the 
original  publisher,  and  pay  the  cost  of  manufacturing  the  new 
edition  from  the  revolving  fund.  The  publisher,  with  the  moral 
support  of  the  Association  and  of  libraries  generally,  would 
market  the  product  and  upon  the  sale  of,  say,  three  hundred 
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copies  would  reimburse  the  fund  by  payment  of  sufficient 
royalty.  Of  the  two  plans  the  latter  seems  preferable. 

There  are  other  college  library  problems  to  be  attacked  later 
on  when  a  satisfactorily  organized  system  has  concerned  itself 
with  books,  and  interest  then  may  be  shifted  to  solve  such  ques¬ 
tions  as  fellowships  for  recruiting  as  well  as  for  study,  professional 
education  and  research,  status  and  salaries  of  college  libra¬ 
rians,  new  library  uses  arising  out  of  curricular  liberalizations, 
cooperative  cataloging,  college  library  extension  in  alumni 
education,  etc. 

It  is  a  matter  of  great  satisfaction  to  note  the  growing  sup¬ 
port  given  by  the  Rockefeller  Foundation  to  the  more  purely 
university  problems,  especially  those  connected  with  research. 

Fellowships 

The  Subcommittee  on  fellowships  reported  that  the  rapid 
growth  of  library  service  finds  the  profession  inadequate  in 
number  and  in  preparation  for  its  task.  The  demand  for  li¬ 
brarians  has  been  great,  the  opportunity  for  advanced  study 
has  been  lacking,  and  the  salaries  have  been  quite  out  of  har¬ 
mony  with  those  of  other  so-called  learned  groups.  A  college 
degree  and  a  year  in  library  school  have  been  preparation  above 
the  average.  Librarians  must  now  present  better  academic 
and  professional  qualifications,  if  they  are  to  rank  with  their 
colleagues  in  other  fields.  Fellowships  and  grants  in  aid  are 
essential  to  bring  new  men  into  the  profession,  to  prepare 
librarians  already  in  the  service  to  become  teachers  of  their 
kind,  to  develop  capable  library  school  faculties,  to  encourage 
promising  school  men  and  women  to  become  school  librarians, 
to  compete  with  other  professions  for  men  and  women  of  schol¬ 
arly  promise,  and  generally  to  stimulate  the  better  material  in 
the  library  to  better  attainments. 

The  profession  of  librarianship  must  advance.  It  cannot 
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indefinitely  continue  to  be  a  machine  geared  for  the  circulation 
of  so  many  books  per  capita — and  little  more.  And  advance¬ 
ment  of  the  profession  can  come  only  through  advancement 
of  the  individual. 

A  broader  recognition  of  the  library  as  a  field  of  intellectual 
endeavor  worthy  of  the  support  of  foundations  which  may  now, 
for  example,  be  concentrating  their  effort  toward  teacher  train¬ 
ing,  would  be  highly  desirable.  Grants  in  connection  with  the 
several  chairs  established  at  the  Library  of  Congress  would 
prove  stimulating.  When  there  is  opportunity  to  advise  pros¬ 
pective  donors,  college  and  university  authorities  might  well 
consider  fellowships  for  study  in  library  science;  universities 
with  schools  of  library  science  should  plan  to  cooperate  with 
foundations  by  setting  aside  funds  for  library  fellowships  to 
match,  wholly  or  in  part,  the  funds  granted  by  foundations  for 
this  purpose.  The  material  gathered  at  American  Library 
Association  headquarters  will  doubtless  prove  a  mine  worth 
working  when  librarians  released  by  grants  in  aid  may  be  per¬ 
mitted  to  devote  themselves  thereto.  Without  such  aid  li¬ 
brarians  in  the  rush  of  daily  routine  may  fail  to  see  opportuni¬ 
ties  to  increase  efficiency  and  to  eliminate  laborious  practices 
which  are  out  of  date  and  are  continued  merely  because  they 
are  familiar. 

Recommendation:  That,  to  administer  or  to  advise  in  the 
administration  of  fellowships  and  grants  in  aid,  there  should  be 
set  up  a  small  committee  appointed  by  the  Executive  Board  of 
the  American  Library  Association  for  overlapping  terms. 

Education  for  Librarianship 

The  report  of  the  Subcommittee  on  education  for  librarian- 
ship  goes  fully  into  the  history  of  library  schools  and  the  sup¬ 
port  they  have  received  from  the  Carnegie  Corporation.  In 
the  aggregate  the  sum  is  considerable.  The  Subcommittee  is 
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of  the  opinion  that  while  the  objects  aimed  at  are  worthy,  the 
results  obtained  thus  far  have  not  been  fully  commensurate 
with  so  large  an  expenditure.  It  would  recommend  revision 
of  the  Corporation  program,  omission  of  certain  schools  as 
recipients  of  its  grants,  and  more  adequate  support  of  the 
Board  of  Education  for  Librarianship. 

The  library  school  is  the  child  of  the  public  library  but  is  now 
usually  attached  to  the  university.  This  condition  is  in  recog¬ 
nition  of  the  fact  that  public  libraries  are  not  institutions  of 
formal  education,  while  universities  in  atmosphere,  equipment, 
opportunity  of  attracting  promising  material,  and  professional 
standards  in  other  fields  for  comparison  and  stimulus,  are  more 
likely  to  do  well  the  work  required  of  them.  To  be  sure,  teach¬ 
ers  in  university  library  schools,  properly  trained  and  worthy 
of  appointment  to  positions  of  higher  rank  in  the  faculty,  are 
difficult  to  find.  Then  there  is  the  further  difficulty  that,  un¬ 
less  the  library  school  is  recognized  as  an  integral  part  of  the 
university  and  not  lightly  held  as  a  sort  of  appendix  attached 
to  the  body  but  not  of  it,  library  school  teachers  will  receive 
the  lower  level  of  university  salaries  and  of  academic  honors. 
The  uncertainty  in  these  matters  has  a  depressing  effect  upon 
the  number  and  quality  of  teachers  available.  If  a  very  serious 
condition  is  not  to  arise  from  this  combination  of  circum¬ 
stances,  early  and  straightforward  steps  to  find  a  way  out 
must  be  taken:  a  clearer  vision  of  the  place  of  the  library 
school  in  the  university,  more  teachers,  better  trained  and 
better  paid. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  an  important  part  of  the  answer  to 
the  question  is  more  money,  but  only  more  money  by  means  of 
which  librarians  will  be  enabled  to  grow  with  the  demands  of 
their  profession.  While  it  would  be  considered  a  great  calamity 
for  the  Corporation  to  withdraw  its  financial  support  of  library 
interests,  it  does  not  follow  that  all  the  funds  should  neces- 
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sarily  come  from  the  Corporation.  Library  schools  might 
well  make  strenuous  effort  to  help  themselves  and  to  persuade 
their  universities  to  allocate  a  fairer  share  of  general  funds 
to  their  support. 

The  present  situation  can  be  improved  by  strengthening 
the  best  of  the  existing  schools,  by  discouraging  those  weak 
schools  which  for  acknowledged  reasons  can  not  be  operated 
satisfactorily,  and  by  restricting  the  establishment  of  the  in¬ 
numerable  schools  which  have  no  justification  for  beginning. 

There  is  need  for  schools  in  certain  localities,  as  for  instance 
in  Texas,  and  for  schools  offering  called-for  specializations,  such 
as  in  the  teaching  field,  as  well  as  for  schools  willing  and  able 
to  experiment  in  desirable  curricula  for  school  librarianship. 
Careful  consideration  should  be  given  to  geographical  location, 
types  of  courses  to  be  offered,  and  the  continuance  of  adequate 
financial  support. 

The  group  is  convinced  in  general  that  a  limited  number  of 
library  schools,  advantageously  located  in  institutions  of  high 
standing  and  placed  in  relation  to  geographical  needs  will  be 
the  best  means  of  advancing  education  for  librarianship. 

Accrediting  bodies,  state  requirements,  and  library  recognition 
by  educational  institutions  have  unintentionally  brought  into 
existence  many  courses  and  library  schools  which  might  almost 
be  dubbed  spurious  when  the  work  for  which  credit  is  given 
is  submitted  to  analysis.  The  ever-increasing  number  of  spo¬ 
radic  efforts  to  institute  some  form  of  training  for  librarianship 
is  a  matter  of  grave  concern. 

Much  good,  it  was  felt,  would  come  of  more  frequent  “check¬ 
ups”  of  the  activities  supported  by  Corporation  funds  in  this 
field — accountings  that  would  go  beyond  mere  routine  reports. 

The  Subcommittee  was  not  called  upon  to  express  an  opinion 
regarding  the  University  of  Chicago  Library  School,  but  it  is 
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agreed  that  the  whole  picture  cannot  be  seen  without  that  most 
ambitious  effort  in  professional  library  education.  It  is  hoped, 
therefore,  that  the  University  of  Chicago  may  soon  find  the 
way  to  place  the  School  in  the  position  of  importance  to  which 
it  is  entitled. 

The  group  is  unanimous  in  believing  that  the  Board  of  Edu¬ 
cation  for  Librarianship  needs  additional  financial  help  to 
carry  on  effectively  its  present  work  with  university  schools, 
and  to  enable  it  in  addition  to  make  a  survey  of  summer  ses¬ 
sions  in  library  science,  of  correspondence  and  extension  courses, 
and  to  make  a  study  of  the  needs  and  opportunities  of  training 
classes. 

The  Board  is  charged  by  the  Association  with  certain  addi¬ 
tional  tasks  which  could  be  carried  to  advantage  by  other 
groups  or  committees,  but  at  present  there  are  no  other  agen¬ 
cies  to  do  them.  The  Board  carries  them  on  in  order  to  have 
information  on  which  it  may  base  its  deliberations. 

The  changing  needs  of  the  profession,  the  supply  of  and  de¬ 
mand  for  trained  workers,  and  the  certification  of  librarians 
all  affect  directly  the  preparation  of  librarians.  A  generally 
accepted  terminology  is  essential  to  the  common  understand¬ 
ing.  No  study  of  these  subjects  is  being  made  elsewhere,  and 
so  to  function  with  any  degree  of  satisfaction  the  Board  must 
make  its  own  investigations. 

It  should  be  realized  that  if  such  studies  as  are  suggested 
are  conducted  in  a  manner  comparable  to  those  carried  on  in 
other  fields  of  education,  they  will  be  expensive. 

School  Library  Service 

Education  has  no  department  which  is  more  important  and 
less  clearly  comprehended  than  that  relating  to  school  libraries 
and  librarians,  the  influence  of  books  and  reading  in  the  de- 
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velopment  of  the  child,  and  reasonably  sure  methods  to  carry 
over  from  school  days  into  later  life  the  powerful  forces  in¬ 
herent  in  books.  It  is  obvious  that  much  loss,  intellectual  and 
financial,  results  from  improper  methods  in  dealing  with  the 
child,  who  too  often  fails  to  retain  during  his  later  years  his 
early  enthusiasm  tor  reading.  What  is  adequate  library  equip¬ 
ment  for  a  given  school?  How  much  should  it  cost?  What 
should  be  the  personal  qualifications  and  the  preparation  of  the 
school  librarian?  What  value  as  an  educational  influence  may 
the  librarian  have  in  the  school  and  after?  What  is  the  function 
of  the  school  library  under  present  teaching  methods  in  which 
the  single  textbook  is  being  eliminated?  These  are  questions 
as  yet  but  vaguely  formulated  and  nowhere  clearly  answered. 
The  whole  subject  should  be  carefully  investigated,  methods 
probed,  experiments  conducted,  and  results  tabulated. 

Standardization  requirements  are  emphasizing  the  impor¬ 
tance  of  the  library  and  the  librarian  in  the  school.  It  is  in¬ 
evitable  that  during  the  next  decade  the  demand  for  trained 
school  librarians  will  be  very  heavy.  Teachers  colleges  and 
smaller  universities  sensing  this  requirement  are  likely  to  leap 
into  the  field  of  library  training,  ready  to  race  without  knowing 
the  pace  to  be  set  or  the  goal  to  be  attained.  Lacking  leader¬ 
ship  and  understanding,  they  will  do  the  wrong  thing;  time  will 
be  wasted;  effort  and  money  will  be  squandered. 

The  Subcommittee,  therefore,  stresses  the  importance  of 
research,  study,  and  experiment — a  careful  mapping  of  prac¬ 
tices  and  objectives — on:  the  adaptation  of  public  library 
methods  to  school  needs;  the  training  of  theschool  librarian;  the 
advantages  of  the  school  with  an  effective  library  service  over 
the  one  without;  the  question  of  costs;  the  relationship  of 
school  to  public  library;  and  the  relationship  of  the  school 
library  and  the  school  service  of  public  libraries  in  connection 
with  public  financing. 
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The  job  is  not  one  for  the  American  Library  Association  to 
grapple  with  alone.  In  many  respects  it  belongs  to  the  school 
authorities.  The  teacher  is  thinking  of  the  present  when  he 
has  the  child  in  hand,  and  less  of  the  future  when  the  child, 
grown  up,  must  carry  on  his  own  mental  and  cultural  exercises 
very  largely  through  material  and  opportunity  offered  by 
public  libraries — a  work  which  the  Carnegie  Corporation  has 
made  peculiarly  its  own  through  its  support  of  adult  education. 
Therefore,  librarians  should  make  every  effort  to  work  with 
the  teachers  in  order  that  speedy  and  dependable  results  may 
be  had.  These  two  bodies  might  well  concentrate  in  a 
study  of  school  library  service,  library  work  with  children 
in  the  public  libraries,  and  library  work  with  adolescents. 
In  this  investigation  the  American  Library  Association  and 
some  national  educational  body  could  profitably  join  forces  in 
the  solution  of  a  problem  belonging  to  both. 

The  officials  of  the  Carnegie  Corporation  have,  no  doubt, 
noted  with  pleasure  that  both  the  General  Education  Board 
and  the  Rosenwald  Fund  have  taken  a  deep  interest  in  this 
department  of  education,  and  that  they  have  devoted  funds  to 
its  advancement. 

Other  Library  Organizations 

The  American  Library  Association  has  received  the  greater 
part  of  the  attention  and  the  funds  of  the  foundations  inter¬ 
ested  in  the  library  movement.  The  League  of  Library  Com¬ 
missions,  the  American  Association  of  Law  Libraries,  the  Na¬ 
tional  Association  of  State  Libraries,  the  Special  Libraries  Asso¬ 
ciation,  the  American  Library  Institute,  the  Bibliographical 
Society  of  America,  etc.,  together  with  numerous  regional,  state, 
and  local  associations  and  clubs  are  in  the  field  working  their 
several  ways,  but  usually  very  inadequately  financed.  It  might 
be  well  in  the  interest  of  the  profession  to  give  some  of  these 
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smaller  bodies  an  opportunity  to  express  themselves.  The 
League  of  Library  Commissions  started  a  movement  in  Louis¬ 
iana  which  is  not  only  of  local  value,  but  which  has  also  stimu¬ 
lated  library  endeavor  throughout  the  South.  It  could  not  have 
moved  except  for  the  financial  aid  of  the  Carnegie  Corporation. 
In  any  movement  toward  regional  book  reservoirs  the  League 
might  play  another  and  equally  important  part. 

It  is  possible  that  monetary  assistance  might  enable  some  of 
these  organizations,  notably  the  American  Library  Institute, 
to  devote  their  effort  toward  those  more  scholarly  aspects  of 
library  work  now  too  often  neglected.  Realms  of  library  service 
yet  unthought  of  may  be  waiting  for  their  Cortez  or  Father 
Serra. 

It  may  be  added  that  there  are  opportunities  opening  in 
Canada,  now  thoroughly  alive  to  the  value  of  books  and 
libraries,  to  which  the  Corporation  may  well  devote  some  of 
its  best  effort. 


Other  Topics 

Without  criticising  the  present  practice  of  calling  librarians 
informally  into  consultation,  the  group  believes  that  a  founda¬ 
tion  active  in  the  library  field  should  not  depend  entirely  upon 
such  voluntary  advice  but  should  also  have  a  small  expert  per¬ 
sonnel. 

Library  methods  have  developed  through  the  effort  of  li¬ 
brarians  who  too  often  have  been  too  busy  with  the  work  of 
the  day  to  investigate  and  to  experiment.  A  more  careful 
laboratory  study,  unhampered  by  book  circulation,  reference 
grind,  and  daily  chores,  might  disclose  short  cuts,  new  prac¬ 
tices,  time-saving  methods  which  would  enable  the  average 
library  staff  to  improve  its  performance  appreciably.  This 
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study  can  not  be  made  in  any  American  library  as  at  present 
financed  and  equipped.  It  should  nevertheless  be  undertaken. 
Grants  for  aid  to  individual  libraries  and  to  persons  engaged 
in  studies  of  outstanding  value  could  well  be  provided  under 
proper  restriction  and  after  competent  advice. 

There  are  a  number  of  topics  of  interest  to  libraries  to  which 
detailed  consideration  has  not  been  given  in  the  foregoing. 
This  is  not  because  of  a  lack  of  appreciation  as  to  their  impor¬ 
tance,  but  rather  because  they  seem  relatively  less  responsive 
to  the  general  problem  which  the  group  has  been  asked  to  con¬ 
sider.  In  addition  to  the  topics  to  which  incidental  references 
have  been  made,  the  following  may  serve  as  examples: 

Greater  fluidity  in  the  distribution  of  materials  of  research. 
To  this  end  two  solutions  have  been  suggested,  either  the  adop¬ 
tion  of  a  more  generous  lending  policy  on  the  part  of  the  present 
centers  or,  if  necessary,  the  establishment  at  strategic  points  of 
secondary  depositories  of  such  material. 

Further  studies  in  reading  interests  and  habits.  A  joint  com¬ 
mittee  of  the  American  Librarv  Association  and  the  American 

J 

Association  for  Adult  Education  has  been  concerned  with  both 
the  research  and  the  application  sides  of  these  problems  over  a 
period  of  four  years.  In  1929  The  Reading  Interests  and  Habits 
of  Adults ,  by  William  S.  Gray  and  Ruth  Munroe  (Mac¬ 
millan),  was  published.  xA  report  on  the  development  of  a  tech¬ 
nique  for  determining  the  reading  interests  of  individuals  is 
now  in  press.*  In  addition,  an  attempt  is  under  way  to  con¬ 
struct  a  device  for  determining  the  ability  to  read  of  individuals 
of  varying  degrees  of  intelligence  and  educational  prepara¬ 
tion.  Robert  L.  Duffus  in  Books — Their  Place  in  a  Democracy 
(Houghton  Mifflin,  1930),  contributes  to  our  knowledge  of  the

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reading  interests  of  the  public.  There  appears  to  be  a  rich 
field  for  experimentation  and  study  in  libraries  with  the  results 
of  researches  already  made  or  contemplated. 

Basic  studies  of  library  economies ,  such  as  the  present  ex¬ 
periment  being  conducted  at  the  Bridgeport  Library  upon  the 
suggestion  of  Mr.  Angus  S.  Macdonald. 

Studies  of  some  of  the  fundamental  problems  in  human  rela¬ 
tions — economic ,  governmental ,  social — to  determine  how  the 
printed  output  of  scholars  and  men  of  letters  may  be  put  to  a 
wiser  use  in  the  advancement  of  civilization.  Such  studies 
might  be  made  by  sociologists,  economists,  political  scientists, 
psychologists,  educators,  librarians,  and  others  who  present 
the  results  of  sound  critical  thinking,  in  forms  intelligible  to  the 
average  mind. 

A  study  of  more  effective  cooperation  between  the  library  and 
research  workers  in  universities  and  elsewhere  in  a  service  of 
critical  bibliography .  This  has  been  suggested  by  Professor 
Harlow  Shapley  in  connection  with  his  recent  study  of  the  re¬ 
search  programs  of  Yale,  Pennsylvania,  Cornell,  and  Stanford 
Universities. 

The  problems  of  personnel  service ,  which  are  growing  in  diffi¬ 
culty  with  the  rapid  growth  of  the  profession,  and  the  degree 
to  which  such  service  may  be  effectively  centralized  for  other 
than  the  most  important  administrative  positions. 

The  problems  of  statistical  service  and  the  degree  to  which 
current  needs  may  be  met  by  maintenance  of  a  small  but  highly 
efficient  staff  to  collect  material  as  needed,  as  against  the  at¬ 
tempt  to  anticipate  probable  calls  by  the  routine  collection 
of  material  upon  a  wide  scale. 

The  place  of  international  relations  in  the  program  of  American 
librarianship.  To  this,  much  individual  and  official  attention 
has  alreadv  been  directed  and  much  more  is  needed. 
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Conclusion 

Important  as  has  been  and  will  continue  to  be  the  relation 
of  the  American  Library  Association  to  the  Carnegie  Corpora¬ 
tion,  this  relationship  is  only  a  part  of  the  responsibilities  of  the 
Association.  It  has  been  the  function  of  this  group  to  study 
only  that  part  of  the  Association  activities  which  relates  directly 
to  the  program  of  the  Corporation.  The  library  profession 
itself  must  decide  what  things  it  expects  its  own  professional 
organization  to  do,  and  in  what  order.  Of  the  many  things  for 
which  demand  is  made  upon  the  Association  and  other  interested 
groups,  there  might  well  be  worked  out  with  competent  advice 
a  priority  list,  recognizing  the  necessity  of  a  suitable  ratio  be¬ 
tween  qualitative  and  quantitative  effort;  for  it  is  obvious 
that  the  Association,  under  present  and  near  future  conditions, 
will  be  unable  to  do  everything  which  might  appeal  to  the 
judgment  of  so  large  and  so  diversified  a  membership.  The 
interests  of  the  Corporation  itself  are  clear,  but  they  should 
not  be  controlling  upon  the  Association;  for  the  Corporation, 
in  case  of  need,  might  conceivably  build  up  its  own  service  as 
in  other  fields. 

The  Corporation  has  put  large  sums  of  money  and  much  effort 
into  American  libraries.  Five  years  of  its  ten-year  program  of  aid 
to  various  forms  of  library  activity  have  now  passed.  In  addition 
to  very  large  gifts  to  the  Association,  it  has  devoted  during  the 
past  five  years  between  $50,000  and  $60,000  annually  to  the 
League  of  Library  Commissions,  to  library  relief  and  to  other  li¬ 
brary  projects  outside  the  control  of  the  great  national  body.  It 
has  also  made  large  grants  in  aid  of  college  libraries.  As  part  of 
its  ten-year  program  it  has  given  generously  of  its  funds  to  the 
Association,  which  at  the  present  time  is  devoting  its  utmost 
efforts  to  secure  additional  income  representing  a  capital  of 
$1,000,000  in  order  that  it  may  receive  consideration  as  to  a 
second  million  from  the  Corporation. 
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As  is  perhaps  inevitable  with  a  young  and  growing  profession, 
the  Association  during  the  past  five  or  ten  years  has  devoted 
its  energies  chiefly  toward  meeting  obvious  and  very  pressing 
needs  which  have  been  in  large  part  the  result  of  rapid  expansion 
in  its  membership  and  of  popular  realization  of  the  function  of 
libraries  in  the  period  since  the  War.  Many  of  these  activities 
have  been  directly  or  partly  financed  by  the  Corporation.  It 
is  not  unreasonable  to  question  whether  the  Carnegie  Corpora¬ 
tion  in  thus  stimulating  the  xWsociation  in  these  directions 
may  unwittingly  have  done  American  librarianship  a  disservice. 
Organizations,  like  men  and  trees,  grow  best  if  they  develop  ac¬ 
cording  to  natural  laws.  The  present  activities  and  development 
of  the  American  Library  Association  may  well  have  surpassed 
the  limits  of  prudence,  and  may  perhaps  have  overlooked 
important  and  even  vital  aspects  of  its  necessary  work.  If 
so,  the  present  achievement  may  possibly  be  paid  for  in  re¬ 
tarded  future  growth.  It  is  worth  while  to  consider  whether 
better  progress  might  not  be  made  by  the  preparation  and  study 
of  an  ordered  and  carefully  matured  program  for  the  Association, 
on  which  the  Corporation  may  base  its  consideration  of  further 
endowment  and  aid. 

The  time  for  such  study  seems  opportune.  The  foregoing 
pages  contain  many  suggestions,  prepared  for  the  Corporation, 
it  is  true,  which  may  well  be  heeded  by  the  officers  and  members 
of  the  Association.  There  are  other  broad  questions  of  policy 
and  practice  which  may  well  be  studied  afresh  in  an  effort  to 
determine  deliberately  the  lines  of  action  for  the  Association. 
This  group,  therefore,  fully  conscious  of  all  the  hard  and  devoted 
labor  which  has  been  shown  in  the  past  decade  of  the  Associ¬ 
ation’s  work,  urges  on  the  Executive  Board  and  the  officers 
of  the  Association  the  preparation  of  a  comprehensive  program 
which,  while  ignoring  no  aspect  of  librarianship,  will  yet  deter- 
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mine  those  policies  and  activities  to  which  the  Association  will 
devote  itself  in  the  immediate  future.

Introduction 

The  Corporation  has  from  its  beginning  recognized  the  work 
of  music  organizations  as  a  legitimate  interest  under  its  charter, 
and  during  the  ten-year  period  just  closing  has  expended  well 
over  a  half  million  dollars  in  this  field. 

The  interest  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Carnegie,  who  contributed 
constantly  and  wisely  to  the  support  of  music  agencies,  prob¬ 
ably  accounts  for  the  origin  of  Corporation  music  activity. 
Traces  of  their  discriminating  selection  still  appear  from  time 
to  time  in  the  list  of  grants  made. 

The  practice  of  making  grants  for  organs,  for  which 
Mr.  Carnegie  and  the  Corporation  had  expended  more  than 
$6,000,000,  was  terminated  in  1917;  in  years  immediately  fol¬ 
lowing,  the  continuing  interest  of  the  Corporation  in  music 
was  shown  by  scattered  grants,  of  which  the  chief  was  one  of 
$100,000  in  May,  1921,  for  the  establishment  of  scholarships 
for  prize  composition  at  the  American  Academy  in  Rome. 

This  seems  to  have  marked  for  the  Corporation  the  beginning 
of  a  more  definite  musical  interest,  which,  with  the  adoption  of 
fine  arts  as  a  stable  part  of  the  Corporation  program,  gradually 
became  clarified,  showing  a  more  orderly  development  since 
1928,  when  John  Erskine,  Ernest  Hutcheson,  Harold  Bauer, 
Richard  Aldrich,  Rubin  Goldmark,  Hans  Letz,  Olga  Samaroff, 
Marcella  Sembrich,  and  Willem  Willeke,  who  compose  the 
Faculty  Council  of  the  Juilliard  School  of  Music,  were  asked  to 
cooperate  by  serving  as  advisers  to  the  Corporation  on  pro¬ 
posals  in  music. 

Fine  Arts  Program  and  Music 
The  Corporation  program  in  the  fine  arts,  which  has  attracted 
much  favorable  comment,  was  planned  originally  to  include 
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music,  but  in  initiating  the  program  the  Corporation  found  it 
easier  to  make  substantial  progress  in  the  fields  of  graphic  and 
pictorial  arts,  since  no  foundation  was  there  active  and  in  music 
at  least  three  other  foundations  were  operating.  In  these  fields 
it  has  included  aid  to  colleges  and  universities,  national  organi¬ 
zations,  and  significant  local  agencies  serving  to  demonstrate  the 
application  of  progressive  ideas.  Certain  testing  and  experi¬ 
mental  devices  have  been  sponsored,  as  has  been  the  raising  of 
standards  on  the  part  of  teaching  personnel  and  in  teaching 
equipment.  This  program  was  recommended  as  practicable  to 
the  Trustees  after  numerous  conferences  with  thoughtful  and 
professionally  interested  persons. 

Activities  in  music,  as  the  analysis  indicates,  have  developed 
along  similar  lines,  though  it  may  be  here  confessed,  probably 
without  so  direct  and  conscious  an  effort  on  the  part  of  the 
administration,  except  as  the  effectiveness  of  the  fine  arts 
policy  became  manifest. 


Grants 

In  ten  years  $582,500  has  been  voted  in  87  grants  to  13  col¬ 
leges  and  universities,  17  national  agencies  and  11  local  organi¬ 
zations  (see  Chart  A),  for  purposes  of  support,  development, 
experiment,  endowment,  equipment,  research  and  study  (see 
Chart  B).  The  four  largest  grants  were:  $100,000  to  North¬ 
western  University,  for  endowment  of  a  chair  of  church  music; 
$25,000  to  Converse  College  (Spartanburg,  S.  C.)  for  support 
of  its  School  of  Music;  $25,000  to  the  National  Federation  of 
Settlements,  Music  Division,  for  support  and  extension  of  its 
activities  in  the  various  social  settlement  centers  throughout  the 
United  States,  and  two  grants  totalling  $50,000  to  Carnegie  Hall, 
Inc.,  for  purchase  of  a  pipe  organ.  These  four  grants  account 
for  34  per  cent  of  the  total  voted;  four  other  agencies,  namely, 
Hamilton  College,  Music  School  Settlements,  Oratorio  Society 
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of  New  York  and  the  Edward  MacDowell  Asssociation,  through 
successive  grants  received  22  per  cent;  the  remaining  44  per 
cent  is  widely  distributed  in  grants  to  33  additional  agencies. 
The  total  annual  appropriations  have  ranged  from  $5,000  to 
$153,000.  (See  Chart  C.) 

Two  grants  for  rebuilding  pipe  organs,  one  of  $35,000  to  the 
Library  of  Allegheny,  Pennsylvania,  and  the  other  of  $10,250 
to  St.  Paul’s  Cathedral,  Pittsburgh,  though  falling  within  the 
time  limits  of  the  period,  are  not  included  in  this  analysis,  since 
they  bear  upon  an  earlier  chapter  of  Corporation  interest. 

Activities 

National  agencies  which  have  been  helped  by  the  Corpora¬ 
tion  show  an  interesting  diversity  of  program  relating  to  the 
development  and  diffusion  of  musical  skill  and  knowledge. 
Effort  toward  more  discerning  musical  choice  and  better  prep¬ 
aration  by  music  school  supervisors,  teachers  and  adminis¬ 
trators,  settlement  workers,  college  glee  clubs,  high  school 
students,  orchestras  (professional  and  amateur)  and  artists  is 
stimulated  and  promoted  by  some  of  these  organizations. 
Others  have  for  their  concern  the  provision  of  training  facilities 
for  young  and  promising  artists,  aid  for  novitiates  between  the 
close  of  formal  training  and  recognized  status  of  concert  per¬ 
formers,  and  closer  understanding  among  schools,  pupils  and 
manufacturers  of  musical  instruments  and  scores.  The  Library 
of  Congress  with  its  grant  has  been  able  to  proceed  more  rapidly 
with  its  collection  of  American  folk-songs.  Through  the  Car¬ 
negie  Institution,  the  Academy  of  the  Teachers  of  Singing  is 
carrying  on  a  significant  piece  of  scientific  research  on  the 
singing  voice. 

The  Intercollegiate  Musical  Council,  which  received  its  first 
foundation  grant  in  1926  from  the  Corporation,  has,  through  a 
constant  emphasis  on  careful  training  and  selection  of  program, 
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aided  largely  in  changing  the  typical  glee  club  offering  from 
light  and  trashy  numbers  to  works  of  a  more  desirable  quality. 
The  Council  is  now  being  recognized  and  supported  by  other 
foundations  and  patrons.  The  National  High  School  Orchestra 
Camp  Association  has  developed  during  the  past  four  years 
until  today  it  exerts  a  powerful  influence  upon  some  45,000  high 
school  orchestras,  and  in  one  state,  it  is  reported,  has  aroused 
such  interest  that  state  funds  have  been  set  aside  for  promo¬ 
tion  of  music.  Other  organizations  with  different  specific 
interests  are  doing  similarly  impressive  work. 

The  local  agencies  aided,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  lists  at  the 
end  of  this  statement,  are  of  importance  in  their  smaller  areas 
and  have  as  well  a  wide  influence  in  other  localities,  enlisting 
the  effort  and  support  of  many  patrons  and  unpaid  workers. 

In  the  academic  field,  the  experiments  of  Wesleyan  Univer¬ 
sity,  under  Corporation  grants  for  developing  music  appre¬ 
ciation  among  the  students,  brought  about  such  general  atten¬ 
tion  that  an  endowment  fund  of  $100,000  was  secured  from 
other  sources  to  place  the  music  activities  of  that  institution 
on  a  permanent  basis. 

The  Corporation,  of  course,  does  not  claim  credit  or  accept 
blame  for  the  work  done  or  left  undone  by  the  agencies  aided, 
but  wishes  simply  to  record  the  encouragement  given. 

On  its  own  initiative  the  Corporation  has  for  three  years  been 
carrying  on  an  investigation  as  to  the  possibility  of  working 
out  the  content  of  a  set  of  music  teaching  equipment  similar  in 
many  respects  to  the  sets  of  arts  teaching  equipment  so  eagerly 
sought  by  college  arts  departments. 

Two  Periods  of  Grants 

The  two-period  analysis  shows  (Charts  D  and  E)  that  certain 
changes  in  Corporation  practice  have  become  evident  within 
the  past  three  years.  During  the  seven-year  period  just  pre- 
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ceding,  57  per  cent  of  the  total  voted  went  to  colleges  and  uni¬ 
versities;  21  percent  to  local  agencies  and  22  per  cent  to  national 
agencies.  In  the  three-year  period  16  per  cent  was  voted  to 
colleges  and  universities,  44  per  cent  to  local  and  40  per  cent  to 
national  agencies.  The  two  periods  involve  total  appropriations 
respectively  of  $321,000  and  $261,500.  The  decrease  in  amounts 
for  support  of  music  in  colleges  is  attributable  to  the  fact  that 
the  sums  involved  in  such  projects  run  into  figures  relatively 
too  large  for  inclusion  within  a  well-rounded  program  of  general 
cooperative  stimulation. 

Our  music  advisers  are  consistently  following  a  policy  of 
recommending  grants  only  to  those  organizations  whose  activi¬ 
ties  are  influential,  based  on  a  continuing  policy  and  recognized 
as  essential  factors  in  a  local  or  national  situation.  The  per¬ 
centage  of  total  appropriations  has  doubled  in  favor  of  such 
agencies,  while  grants  for  temporary  and  emergency  purposes 
to  departments  and  organizations  operating  programs  merely 
on  a  precarious  season-to-season  basis  have  not  been  recom¬ 
mended.  A  general  list  of  organizations  aided  is  given  on 
pages  80,  81. 


The  Support  of  Music  Activities 
Dealing  with  so  many  grants  scattered  over  a  decade  and  now 
collated  for  examination,  one  is  inclined  to  question  any  rational¬ 
ization  of  them  into  a  pattern  which  indicates  definite  and  effec¬ 
tive  forethought.  Looked  at  separately  they  might  well  be  re¬ 
garded  as  part  of  “fingering  somewhat  gingerly”  (as  one  founda¬ 
tion  executive  terms  a  series  of  scattered  grants)  an  activity  in 
the  support  of  which  by  the  Corporation  there  is  recognizable 
little  more  than  a  polite  philanthropic  interest.  Yet  the  grants 
considered  as  a  unit  do  bear  directly  upon  the  major  problem 
of  improvement  of  music  standards  and  offerings  in  the  United 
States  and,  in  less  degree,  to  Canada. 
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If,  as  one  eminent  music  authority  believes,  participation 
in  musical  effort  and  increased  appreciation  vary  inversely 
to  the  advance  of  a  student  up  the  educational  scale,  and  if 
music  is  really  a  part  of  any  rounded  educational  attainment, 
there  may  be  opportunity  for  interested  groups  to  aid  the  next 
generation  and  to  elevate  the  status  of  music  by  offering  more 
stimulation  to  agencies  which  promote  general  recognition  of 
music  in  colleges,  teacher  training  institutions,  high  schools, 
etc.,  because  here  are  found  those  who  are  to  lead  and  train 
youth  toward  the  advancement  and  appreciation  of  music. 
Music  supervisors  of  a  higher  type  who  can  be  leaders  in 
schools  and  communities,  college  professors  of  music  who  are 
more  than  technicians,  high  school  teachers  with  more  than 
secondary  qualities  can  have  a  better  calculated  effect  in  the 
desired  direction  than  do  educational  concerts  by  visiting 
artists  and  the  provision  for  entertaining  and  training  various 
adult  groups,  although  these  have  a  part  at  present  in  encourag¬ 
ing  general  and  effective  interest. 

Various  estimates  ranging  from  $ 20,000,000  to  $200,000,000 
have  been  made  as  to  the  annual  amount  spent  philan- 
thropically  for  music  in  the  United  States.  Fifty  million 
may  be  a  conservative  estimate.  Is  this  money  being  spent 
wisely,  and  with  due  regard  to  music  returns?  In  public  schools 
and  outside  them  are  125,000  musical  educators;  hundreds  of 
organizations  and  many  thousands  of  individuals  work  to  a 
large  or  small  degree  to  promote  the  cause  of  music.  Such 
support  would  indicate  a  prevalent  conviction  that  music  is 
worth  while.  Its  followers  declare  that  music  is  not  only  an  art, 
but  the  one  art  which,  requiring  as  it  does  living  interpreters 
and  servants  to  make  it  continue,  cannot  be  stored  up  in  mu¬ 
seums  and  private  collections.  To  combat  the  confusion  which 
exists  in  effort  and  numbers,  attempts  are  being  made  to  co¬ 
ordinate  these  agencies  and  to  give  outlet  for  constructive  en- 
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thusiasm.  In  the  success  of  such  endeavors,  foundations  and 
individuals  alike  are  interested. 

Assuming  that  Corporation  grants  in  music  may  continue  to 
total  $87,000  annually  (the  average  of  the  past  three  years)  and 
that  a  more  carefully  planned  relation  to  our  fine  arts  program  is 
desired,  much  advantage  to  Corporation  interests  may  come 
from  informed  and  forward-looking  persons  who  are  trying  to 
discover  just  what  opportunities  as  long-time  investments  are 
opening  in  the  field  of  music.  The  results,  ten  years  hence, 
of  such  planning  and  forethought  will  probably  be  far  more  de¬ 
sirable  than  those  secured  by  the  hit-and-miss  practices  which 
to  a  certain  extent  have  in  the  past  characterized  programs  and 
organizations.  One  preliminary  conference,  attended  by  repre¬ 
sentatives  of  the  Juilliard,  Eastman,  Presser,  and  Carnegie 
interests,  has  already  been  held,  and  the  officers  of  the  Corpora¬ 
tion  look  forward  to  cooperating  in  similar  conferences. 

Conclusion 

To  judge  the  effectiveness  of  the  87  grants  made  is  impossible. 
The  organizations  aided  are  inducing  within  their  circles  lively 
discussion  and  thoughtful  comment.  Educators  everywhere  are 
being  led  to  consider  the  proper  place  of  music  in  education. 
More  than  ever  before  music  lovers  are  participating  actively 
and  passively  in  music  interests.  The  radio  may  list  as  one  of 
its  few  definite  achievements  the  making  possible  of  good  music, 
reasonably  well  transmitted,  into  the  home,  on  a  scale  never 
dreamed  of  a  decade  ago.  Through  even  small  grants  from 
foundations,  national,  local  and  educational  agencies  are  exercis¬ 
ing  a  large  direct  and  indirect  influence  which  bears  upon  the 
purposes  of  Corporation  music  activity.
